Charles Evans Hughes; New York, in 
an opinion transmitted under date of 
July 24, to Senator Frederick Hale of 
Maine. The opinion,/aa -shown by the 
correspondence made public here to- 
day, was sought by the senator in a 
letter of July 18. The senator wrote 
that he felt certain that considerably 
more than one ;third of. 'the < senate 
would refuse to ratify the, peace'trca- 
ty with the covenant',as it now stands 
but that he personally did, not want to 
see that happen. 
He asked for an 
opinion as to the validity of reser- 
vations to the league covenant and 
as to what those, reservations should

"There is plain need of .a league of 


I nations,"'Mr. Hughes wrote in reply, 
I'in-order'to provide'for the adequate 
development of international' law for 
creating' and maintaining organs of 
national justice and the machinery of 
conciliation1 and conference, and for 
giving1 effect ,.to measures of Interna- 
tional co-operation which from time 
to time may be agreed upon. 
l>roposes Middle Ground. 
"I perceive no reason 
why these 
objects .cannot,- be obtained -without 
sacrificing, the essential interests of 
the United States. , There is a middle 
ground-between aloofness and injur- 
ious commitments. 
"I think that the prudent course is 
to enter the proposed league with res- i 
ervaUons of a reasonable character 
adeciua.te to our security, which should 
meet-ready assent, and thus to estab- 
lish a condition of amity at the.ear- 
liest possible moment. 
' "Reservation's would be -ineffectual 
unless 'they constitute a part of the 
instrument of ratification. 
"If the senate should adopt reser- 
vations by a majority vote," the let- 
ter continued, "I assume that these 
will be made a part of the proposed 
resolution of assent to the treaty and 
the question will..then be whether the 
senate will'give its consent, with these 
reservations, 
by the 
requisite two 
thirds vote.' If the,proposed reserva- 
tions are reasonable, the responsibil- 
ity for the defeat of the'treaty, if i t j 
is defeated, will lie with those who] 
refuse the vote essential to the assent:

fied in the notice , notwithstanding 
any claim, charge or finding of the 
non-fulfillment of any international 
obligation or erf any obligation under 
said! covenant: 
provided, 
however, 
that such wtihdrawal shall 
not re- 
lease the power from any debt or li- 
ability theretofore incurred. 


' "Se'cond—That 
questions 
relating 
to immigration, or the imposition of 
duties on Imports where such ques- 
tions do npt arise out of any inter- 
national engagement, are questions of 
domestic policy, and these and any 
other questions which, according to 
International law are solely within the 
domestic, jurisdiction are
